There  are  many  ways  in  which  God  manifests 
his  love  for  the  children  of  men — many  ways  in 
which  he  shows  himself  to  he  theii  Father  and 
Friend.

.\ftlictiotis  likewise,  are  a  benefit  to  us,  by  re- 
mimliiig  us  of  the  great  and  inestimable  value  of 
religiom  There  are  times  and  seasons  when  we 
are  apt  lo  think  that  earth  possesses  every  thing 
necessary  for  our  happiness.  But  when  misfor¬ 
tune  overtakes  us,  and  our  pathway  isovcrsha-| 
dowed  with  darkness,  we  behold  vanity”  writ- j 
ten  upon  every  earthly  object.  We  are  soon 
assured  that  we  have  been  indulging  in  delusive 
dreams,  and  that  earth  has  no  substantial  peace 
or  happiness  to  give.  If  these  things  are  so,  then 
afllictioiis  are  but  manifestations  of  a  Father’s 
love,  and  of  the  U'idying  interest  he  takes  in  the 
welfare  of  the  children  of  men.  .\nd  we  ought  ^ 
ID  view  them  as  such,  and  not  as  the  manifesta¬ 
tions  of  the  anger,  ami  wrath,  and  resentment  of 
the  Deity.  God  chastens  the  suns  and  daugli- 
ters  of  men  for  i  heir  profit;  he  afliicts  them  fur 
their  good,  and  hence  is  actuated  by  motives  of 
the  purest  bcnevolimcc,  and  not  by  leelings  of' 
hatred  or  ill-w  ill.  {

divine  laws,  is  another  way  in  wliich  God  mani¬ 
fests  his  love  for  us,  and  shows  himself  to  be  a  | 
wise  and  benevolent  Father.  This  may  seem  a 
strange  idea  to  many,  but  it  is  because  they  look  ' 
upon  punishment  as  an  end  and  not  as  a  means. 
Punishment,  under  the  all-wise  government  of 
God,  is  designed  tor  the  reformation  of  the  olfen- 
der.
